John Tombs 


In the death of John Tombs on 
March 17, the tuberculosis move- 
ment has lost a worker whose lovable 
character and great ability have en- 
deared him to all who have had the 
pleasure of knowing him. Mr. 


Tombs died at the Pottenger Sana-. 


torium, Monrovia, Cal., after a 
lingering illness with tuberculosis. 
Few men have put up so brave a 
fight as John Tombs. 

Mr. Tombs came to Albuquerque, 
N. Mex., a number of years ago from 
Canada, his birthplace and boyhood 
home, to take the cure for tubercu- 
losis. He progressed favorably and 
made a tolerable recovery. His ex- 
perience in publicity and his interest 
in other people more than in himself 
was the reason for his selection as the 
first secretary of the New Mexico 
Public Health Association when that 
organization was reorganized in 1917. 
With characteristic vigor, Mr. Tombs 
immediately began a campaign which 
has put New Mexico in the forefront 
of states having organized public 
health work. His first and most 
natural step following guidance of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion was a legislative campaign to se- 
cure a health department. This was 
accomplished in 1918. Mr. Tombs 
was a member of the first Board of 
Health. Through his persistence he 
secured the cooperation of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation and the United 
States Public Health Service and a 
well trained state health officer and 
eight full-time county health units 
were the outcome. No greater monu- 
ment to Mr. Tombs can be reared 
than the continuation of .the New

Several important additions and 
changes in the staff of the National 
Tuberculosis Association have re- 
cently been made and are of interest 
to all readers of the BULLETIN. 


Mr. Dwight S. Anderson has been 
added to the staff of the Publicity and 
Publications Service.

placed permanently on the staff. She 
is at present engaged in making a 
study of tuberculous mothers with 
particular reference to the incidence 
of pregnancy in relation to tubercu- 
losis. 

Mr. Sherwood H. Smith has re- 
cently been added to the staff of the 
National Association in the account- 
ing department. Mr. Smith is a 
graduate of the University of Wash- 
ington. He is a resident of the city 
of Seattle. His father, Mr. J. V. A. 
Smith, has served for a number of 
years as president of the Washington 
Tuberculosis Association. Following 
his graduation at the University of 
Washington in 1921, Mr. Smith was 


in the flour and grain business in 
Seattle. He has had special training 
in accounting at the University and 
has had considerable experience in 
that direction, also along business 
lines. It is anticipated that Mr. 
Smith may be used with Miss Dornin 
in helping state associations in the de- 
velopment of their accounting sys- 
tems. 

Dr. H. A. Pattison of the staff of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion has been given a year’s leave of 
absence beginning with September 1 
to serve as superintendent and medi- 
cal director of the Ida Potts Me- 
morial Sanatorium at Livingston, 
N. Y. This institution, which will 
be developed for industrial convales-

Amendments to N.T.A. 
By-Laws 


At the Joint Meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee and Board of Direc- 
tors of the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation held in St. Louis in January, 
the following amendments to the by- 
laws of the Association were adopted : 

Article IV, Section D in the 
paragraph beginning “The other asso- 
ciations referred to are the follow- 
ing”: “The other associations above 
referred to are the following: District 
of Columbia Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, New York Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, Committee on the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis of the Brooklyn Bu- 
reau of Charities, Chicago Tubercu- 
losis Institute and the Committee on 
Tuberculosis and Public Health of 
the State Charities Aid Association 
of New York.” 

Article V, Section 1 will read the 
same except that the third paragraph, 
“Retiring directors who have served 
two successive terms shall not be 
eligible for reelection until one year 
after the year of their retirement” 
will be omitted. 

Article VIII, Section 3. “Meetings 
of the executive committee. The 
executive committee shall hold meet- 
ings when called by the president, by 
the chairman of the executive com- 
mittee or by three members of the 
committee.”

Crusade Service Changes 
Name to Child Health 


Education Service 


At the meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the National Tuberculosis 
Association in St. Louis in January it 
was decided to change the name of 
the Crusade Service to Child Health 
Education Service. This is in line 
with the action of a number of the 
state associations whose Crusade di- 
rectors for the past two or three years 
have been using the title “Director of 
Child Health Education.” In addi- 
tion to the introduction of the Mod- 
ern Health Crusade into the schools, 
the tuberculosis associations are more 
and more stimulating programs of 
health education among groups of 
teachers. 


The Era of Childhood 


Parents and teachers have both 
privileges and opportunities in their 
work with children, but they also 
have responsibilities—they are under 
obligation to prepare themselves to be 
of greater educational service to chil- 
dren. We are awakening to the ne- 
cessity of possessing real knowledge 
concerning the nature and needs of 
childhood. More and more often 
health workers are asked by parents 
to assist them in the problems of child 
rearing. Such questions as “How can 
we help the child to avoid bad 
habits?” “How can we help him to 
develop the habit of learning?” “How 
prevent and treat delinquency?” 
“How promote physical development 
and the natural impulses for charac- 
ter growth?” “How can we help him 
to avoid the pitfalls of the adolescent 
period and how provide clean amuse- 
ment ?” 

The Children’s Foundation has 
completed a survey of the present-day 
knowledge of childhood and youth, in 
which practical answers are given to 
these and numerous other questions 
concerning the physical, mental and 
moral health of children. 

The survey is published in the form 
of a cloth-bound volume of over 500 
pages, entitled “The Child: His Na-

ture and His Needs.” A staff of 16 
of the specialists in the field of child 
study contributed to it. It is a com- 
prehensive non-technical presentation 
of the problems of children and the 
methods of dealing with their prob- 
lems. It gives the parent and teacher 
the best and most reliable conclusions 
in the study of child life by such ex- 
perts as Dr. Bird T. Baldwin, Iowa 
Child Welfare Research Station; Dr. 
Mary T. Whitley, of the Department 
of Child Psychology of Columbia 
University; Dr. H. H. Goddard, 
Professor of Abnormal and Clinical 
Psychology of Ohio State University ; 
Dr. W. R. P. Emerson; Dr. C. E. A. 
Winslow, Professor of Health, Yale 
University; Dr. Arnold Gesell, spe- 
cialist on the pre-school child; Dr. 
Winfield Scott Hall, who writes on 
the problems of adolescents and sex 
education; Dr. John J. Tigert, 
United States Commission of Educa- 
tion, and Professor M. V. O'Shea, 
who contributes a section on the prob- 
lems of the public schools. 

“The Child: His Nature and His 
Needs” is in one volume prepared 
both for individual study and study 
by groups.

Child Health Day on 
May 1 


May 1, 1925 will mark the ob- 
servance of a nationwide child health 
day. It is sponsored by the American 
Child Health Association under the 
leadership and direction of Mrs. Oren 
Root. Child health day has received 
the endorsement of prominent individ- 
uals, associations of manufacturers, 
retail dealers, clubs, and civic bodies 
of all kinds, and will probably be 
ushered in with a formal pronounce- 
ment from the White House. 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, has endorsed 
child health day in the following 
letter: 


33 


“The appeal is to the finest in- 
stincts of the individual and to ‘the 
enlightened self-interest of the entire 
community. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that in addition to the per- 
sonal interest aroused amongst pa- 
rents, teachers, the medical profession 
and public health authorities, you 
have secured the practical cooperation 
of commercial bodies, manufacturers, * 
insurance companies and trade organ- 
izations. These groups will be per- 
forming a fine public service.and will 
take a high place in public estimation, 
by bringing their established organi- 
zations and distributing facilities to 
the dissemination of child health in- 
structions, and by encouraging the 
May Day demonstrations throughout 
the country. It is also to be hoped 
that public officials generally will as- 
sist as they did last year.” 

It should be noted that all of these 
associations of various kinds, such as 
prominent national food concerns, a 
number of our leading magazines 
(such as the Literary Digest, Wo- 
men’s Home Companion, The Sur- 
vey) and life insurance companies, 
the National Conference of Parent- 
Teachers, the American Legion, the 
American Red Cross, the Junior Red 
Cross, the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, are not only endors- 
ing child health day but will all ac- 
tively participate in the program in a 
most enthusiastic manner. The retail 
dry-goods stores will circulate three 
million leaflets on child health. The 
Rotary, Kiwanis and Lions’ Clubs 
and labor organizations will all have 
active programs to commemorate the 
day.

School Standardization of 
Iowa and Oklahoma 
Includes Crusade 


The following letter has been sent 
out from the office of the State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction of 
Iowa to county superintendents: 


December 11, 1924. 
To County Superintendents: 

This department feels that a very 
worth while piece of health work is 
being carried on by the Iowa Tuber- 
culosis Association. Therefore,’ we 
are recommending that the Modern 
Health Crusade be conducted in the 
rural schools. 

Schools desiring to become stand- 
ardized this year 1924-25, will be 
given three points for active work in 
the Modern Health Crusade, as out- 
lined on the score card, and two 
points for physical education, as out- 
lined in the Physical Education Bulle- 
tin. All the children must be en- 
rolled in the Crusade for a period of 
twelve weeks and perform the chores 
outlined on the score card by the Iowa 
Tuberculosis Association and directed 
by the county superintendent. 

After September 1925, credit will 
be given for the Crusade chores, but 
they must be performed for the entire 
twenty-four weeks.

On the model school score card is- 
sued by the Oklahoma State Depart- 
ment of Education, ten points are al- 
lowed for the “Modern Health Cru- 
sade of Oklahoma Public Health As- 
sociation, organized in school.” 


Round Table Program for 
Junior High Schools, 
Tallahassee 


The Knights of the Round Table 
program of the Modern Health Cru- 
sade is made the basis for the program 
of health education in the Junior 
High School Department of the Leon 
County Public School, at Tallahassee, 
Fla. This school has the unique dis- 
tinction of having 39 of the first 100 
members of the Round Table in the 
United States, and last year they had 
the highest percentage of memberships 
of any school in the state. 

The earning of points for seats in 
this order is made a class project. 
This furnishes the incentive for hav- 
ing a complete health examination by 
the family physician. Those who 
cannot secure this examination are 
examined by the State Board of 
Health physicians when the lower 
grades are examined, or special ar- 
rangements are made by the teachers 
with the local physicians. Many are 
inoculated against diseases in order 
to add a few more points. 

The athletic tests are given during 
class periods for physical education 
and the records kept by the physical 
education instructor. 

Courses in physiology and hygiene 
are a part of the school curriculum. 
In order that emphasis may be placed 
upon practice and not acquisition of 
facts, keeping chore records is a re- 
quired part of this course. One-third 
of the semester grade is given for the 
performance of these health rules. 
Community sanitation programs are 
carried on as a class project—mos- 
quito campaign and clean-up cam- 
paign are inaugurated each year. 

Monthly weighing is also a part of 
the regular school program, and an 
effort to bring the weight to standard 
is motivated by the acquisition of 
points for the Round Table. 

That results are being accom- 
plished is noted by the facts which the 
weight records portray. Since the be- 
ginning of this health program in this 
department four years ago, the percen- 
tage of underweights has decreased 
from 41% to 13%. At the opening 
of the school in September of the past 
year, the percentage of underweight 
for this department was 13%. In 
December the percentage was 7%,

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Mexico Health Department with its 
ever broadening field of service. 

In 1919, when the National 
Tuberculosis Association put in the 
field a number of regional secretaries, 
John Tombs was made regional 
secretary for the southwestern states. 
This position necessitated almost con- 
tinuous travel over the immense terri- 
tory covered by the southwestern 
region. The travel together with 
Mr. Tombs’ earnest and conscien- 
tious work broke him down with his 
old trouble—tuberculosis. 

In 1921 Mr. Tombs married Miss 
Mary Frisbie of Albuquerque. Too 
much cannot be said of the devotion 
of Mrs. Tombs to her sick husband. 
Since that time Mr. Tombs has been 
confined almost continuously to his 
bed. At frequent intervals he has 
written messages of cheer and inspira- 
tion to tuberculosis patients through 
the Journal of the Outdoor Life and 
other media. He has served as editor 
of various sanatorium publications. 
His ready pen and his pleasing style 
have endeared him to many who 
never saw him.

Dr. Walter H. Brown, director of 
the Child Health Demonstration at 
Mansfield, O., has been appointed

Dr. William DeKleine, health offi- 
cer at Saginaw, Mich., has been ap- 
pointed to succeed Dr. Brown at 
Mansfield. 


Dr. Brown has had long experience 
in public health work. He is a gradu- 
ate of Jefferson Medical College and 
for seven years was engaged in gen- 
eral practice in Bucks County, Peiun- 
sylvania. He gave up his medical 
practice to take post-graduate work 
at the Harvard Technology School for 
Public Health Officers. He also 


served as epidemiologist for the 
Massachusetts State Department of 
Health, and for three years was 
health officer at Bridgeport, Conn. 
During 1919 and 1920 he was Asso- 
ciate Director of Health Service for 
the American Red Cross at headquar- 
ters in Washington, and later became 
affliated with the Commission for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis in France 
under the Rockefeller Foundation. 
In 1921 he became director of the 
Child Health Demonstration at 
Mansfield, Ohio. 


Dr. DeKleine goes to the Mans- 
field demonstration highly recom- 
mended for his achievements in the

Previous 
to going to Saginaw, Dr. DeKleine 
also served as full-time health officer 
in Flint.

He practiced general medicine for 
eight years, and from 1915 to 1917 
he was director of the Michigan 
tuberculosis survey conducted under 
the state board of health.
